The  unavoidable  continued  occupation  and  Increasing  decay 
of  war  department  huts  causes  much  difficulty.  Tho  Council  are  doing 
everything  possible  to  rehouse  the  occupants  and  demolish  the  huts  but 
the  problem  is  a large  one.  229  huts  are  still  occupied.  There  are 
86  licenced  caravans  in  the  district. 

The  shortage  of  houses  remains  the  most  serious  social 
and  public  h ,alth  problem  of  the  present  time.
